$2.50. Board, room and laundry per week is $3.00. The regular 
price of the Alberta College for the commercial course of $75.00 
shall be charged. To complete this combined Bible and Commercial 
course, it will require two school terms of five months each. Students 
interested to take this course should make their application soon. 
Only a limited number of students can be accepted for this course.

BOOKKEEPING COURSE 

Preparing for office work as bookkeeper and accountant. The 
course takes two years to complete. Besides the mentioned Bible 
School subjects this course is composed of the following subjects: 

Bookkeeping, Penmanship, Arithmetic, Spelling, Rapid Calcula¬ 
tion, Business English, Commercial Law, Typewriting and Cor¬ 
respondence. 


STENOGRAPHIC COURSE 

Two years are required to complete this course. The business 
college subjects being:

Routine, Filing, Dictaphone, Penmanship, Spelling and Compto¬ 
meter 


SECRETARIAL COURSE 


This course is recommended to students who have good academic 
standing. It paves the way to the higher and better-paid positions. 
Three years are required to complete this course. The charge for 
this course is $110. The following business college subjects are in¬ 
cluded in this course: 

Shorthand, Typewriting, Filing, Stenciling, Correspondence, 
Bookkeeping, Rapid calculation, Penmanship, Commercial Law, 
Spelling, Office Routine, Dictaphone and Comptometer.
